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| The following Note is copied from the Second Edition: 

« Since the firſt edition of this work was publiſhed, I have obtained the ele vation and 
plan of a ſugar- mill (ſeveral of which have been erected within theſe few years in Jamaica) 
after a model originally deſigned by Edward Woollery, Eſq. ſurveyor of the publick works 
in that iſland; and 1 now preſent my readers with an engraving thereof. The relative 
proportions in the ſize of the different rollers or cylinders, vary from Mr. Woollery? $ firſt 
deſign ; but the great improvement, the addition to the middle roller of a'Tantern-wheel, 
with trundles or wallowers, was purely his own, .. Theſe a& as ſo many -friftion- wheels, 
and their utility and importance are beſt demonſtrated by their effect. A cattle or mule. 
mill on the old model was thought to perform exceedingly well if it preſſed ſufficient canes , 
in an hour to yield from 300 to 350 gallons of juice. —The common return of a mill on 
Mr. Woollery's conſtruction is from 4 to 500 gallons. T have authority to ſay, that one 
of theſe mills in particular, which is worked with ten mules, produces hourly 500 gallons; 
at this rate, allowing four hours out of the twenty-four for loſs of time, the return yer diem is 
10,000 gallons, being equal to 36 hogſheads of ſugar of 16 cwt.. for every week during the 
crop, excluſive of Sundays,-Few water-mills can exceed this. The iron-work of, the 
mill in queſtionꝭ as. well as of moſt of thoſe which have been made on Mr. Woollery's 
model, was prepared at the foundery of Mr. Thomas Goulding, of the Bank Side, Southwark, 


to whom I owe it in. juſtice to declare, that his work is executed with ſuch truth and actu- 
racy, as reflect the higheſt credit on his manufactory.“

happened on the 7th of July, 1494. It is atteſted by Pet. Martyr and 
Herrera; but as the doctrine of a future ſtate of retribution ſeems to 
atgue a degree of civilization, which, the natives of the Weſt Indies had 
not attained, doubts have been. ſuggeſted cbncerning the fact: I have 
therefore thought it neceſſary to quote the authorities on which it 18 
founded ar large, prethiſing that the perſon-whs ſerved on this occaſion 
as interpreter was a- native of Gaanahani. Having accompanied 
CoLumsus to Spain, on his return from his firſt voyage, and remained 
with him from October 1492, he had acquired the Spaniſh language, 
which he ſpoke with great facility. Martyr's account is in theſe words:

PT. Pile IT which this Engraving is made, bears 
the marks of great antiquity, and from the words, Mar del Sur on the 
chart repreſented in it, is known to be Spaniſh. The principal figure is 
certainly Cos umnus, and the two yuwgmciare believed to be his ſons, 
D1zao and Fzrpinand, to whom Coruusus ſeems to point out the 
courſe of the voyages he had made. The globe, the charts, and aſtrono- 
mical inſtruments, ſupport this conjecture, and the figure of Hope, in the 
back ground, alludes probably 7 the great expectations which, were 
formed, throughout all Farope, of {till greater diſcoveries. From, the 
mention bf a Squthern Ocean, imperfectiy and dubiouſly repreſented, (as 
an object at that time rather of ſearch than of certainty) there is reaſon 
to believe that the picture was painted immediately on CoLumBvus's 
return from his fourth voyage, in 1504, becauſe it is related by 
de Gomera, a cotemporary hiſtorian “, that the admiral, when at Porto 
Bello, in 1502, had received information that there was à great ocean on 
the other fide of the continent extending ſouthwards ; and it is well known, 
that all his labours afterwards, in the fourth voyage, were directed 
to find out an entrance into the Southern Ocean from the Atlantick ; 
| for which purpoſe he explored more than 300 leagues of coaſt, from 
Cape Gracios @ Dios to the Gulph of Darien; but the actual diſcovery

ſo much, that he could not make ſugar from them, 
but the latter had produced him three hogſheads. 

6 IN the ſpring of this year (1794) a trial was made 
of the Malabar Canes, on one of my plantations; 
160 bunches from holes of five feet ſquare were cut, 
they produced upwards of 350 lbs. of very good 
ſugar (a ſample of which I ſent to Mr. Edwards *) the 


juice came into ſugar in the teache, in much leſs 


time than is uſually required for that of the other 
Canes, and threw up very little ſcum. The produce 
was in the proportion of 3,500 lbs. to an acre; the 


weather had then been ſo very dry, and the borer ſo 


deſtructive, that I am ſure no one part of that planta- 
tion would have yielded above half that quantity from 
the other Canes, in the ſame ſpace of ground. We had 
not then the benefit of the new-invented- clarifiers, 
which, though n had not been fixed ap for 
want of time. 

- & THE French complain that theſe Canes do. not

&« HE Batavia Canes are An dupa on the out- 
ſide; they grow ſhort-jointed, and ſmall in circumfe- 
rence, but bunch exceedingly, and vegetate ſo quick, 
that they ſpring up from the plant in one- third the 
time thoſe of our Iſland do; the joints, ſoon after they 
form, all burſt longitudinally. They have the appear- 
ance of being very hardy, and bear dry weather well; a 
few bunches were cut and made into ſugar at the ſame. 
time the experiment was made with the white Canes. 
The report made to me of them was, that they yielded 
a great deal of juice, which ſeemed richer than that of 
the others, but the ſugar was ſtrongly tingetl with the 


colour of the rind; and it was obſerved, that upon the 


expreſſion of them at the mill, the juice was. of a 
bright purple; but by the time it had reached through 
the ſpout to the dlarifier (a very ſhort diſtance) it be- 
came of a dingy iron colour.
